First llcengeda In 1922 and holding his 
current license since 1930, we belleve 
Ernie Austin, W7AXJ, 1s the longest 
licensed ham in OTVARC. 


Born in Massachusetts, Ernie came to 
Oregon when he was only two years old 
and became interested in ham radio as a 
student at Benson Polytechnic when he 
joined the radio club at the school. 


After graduation and working around the 
tarms in the Hood River Valley, Ernie 

weak to work for Western Union Telegraph 
' 925. There he met Minnie. They’ve 
ni... been married for 58 years, have two 
sons and three grandchildren. 


n 1929 he moved to Pacific Tel one & 
tniaareeh (now Bact c Northwest BolT) 
as a Repeaterman and retired from there 
4i years later as a Rate Supervisor. 


i943 was the year he was sent to the 
wiids of Western China in command of a 
Travelling Instructional Group to teach 
tne Chinese how to use American weapons. 
two American divisions with the help of 
the Chinese managed to keep 14 Japanese 
aivisions pusy and when the Chinese 
advanced on the Burma Railroad, Ernie 
was the oniy American to go along, as he 
was the only American who could 
veiegraph. At the end of WW II, he came 
pack to the U.S. with the rank of 
Colonel. 


Asked apes some pe Re in nS 65 
years of hamming, Ernie s “the 
Agni ignts keep getting higher ang 
nigner | but he recalls one Incident in 
1936. back In the days of open wire, 
wnen a severe wind and rain stormed 
<nocked out ail communications between 
roctiana and Coos Bay. Ernie with his 
wite’s help provided the only 
communication iink, via 80 meters CW, 
‘gm the Press services and the 

x phone and Telegraph Companies Wire 
meadquarters until service was restored. 
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Ernie also tells the tale of one of his 
early mobile e199 - bicycle moblle. The 
bike had a mast front and back with wire 
strung between. Operation was with a 
Ford spark coll and a crystal receiver. 
He must have hit the key at the wrong 
time as the next thing he knew he had 
aa ; shock he was knocked off the 
cycle. 


Biggest changes in ham raadlo have been 
the switch from AM to single side band 
and Continental Morse to digital in 
Ernie’s opinion. 


Although he keeps up with almost every 
aspect of our new secnnolooy. his 
favorite mode of operation is still 
Continental Morse Code, on whatever 
band, as he feels it is such an 
international language. 


Minnle and Ernie spend about half the 
ear in their moblle home in Arizona and 
e enjoys his radio and video hobbies 

and still spends an average of three 

hours a day at the rig. "Yes, I’ve | 
earned some awards over the years" said 

Ernie in response to my question, "but 

they are all in an envelope in a desk 

drawer so I can’t really tel! you what 

I’ve got. I’ve got Brass Pounders and 

Al Operators Club and awards for winning 

a few contests". 


Thanks for sharing some of your stories 
with us Ernie.

You come upon a pi Teup and hear. 
hundreds, maybe thousands, calling but 
nobody gives the DXer’s call sign. Why? 
Most of the hams calling know there are 
already too many stations calling. To 
give a cali sign of the DX station would 
just Invite more stations to call. Also 
they are not trying to get the DxXer’s 
cali sign to him or her...they want 
thelr own call sign to Jump out of the 
either Cold timers designation for 
whatever it Is that carries our signals 
beyond our antenna). Listen for a while 
somebody will work him and give his cal} 
or hopeful ly you’!] hear him too and get 
is call. 


There are actually several reasons why 
you might not hear the DX station even 
though he_or she has generated a huge 
pileup. If you have a beam, you may be 
pointed the wrong way...try a new 
eading maybe 90 one way or the other, 
or propogation may be wrong and the DX 
station just isn’t making It to the 
Northwest. However, this next reason 
for an inability to pick up the 

Signal is probably the most frustrating.

cause a plleup can be so difficult to 
“ ‘age and take so long, many DX 
ations listen on one frequency and 

transmit on another. The problem is - 
where do you look, Most of the pileup 
callers are not listening on their own 
frequency and couldn’t answer your 
request of “where Is he" even If you 
asked. The few smart ones who are 
trying to listen to thelr own frequency 
part of the time probably won’t answer 
you eltner. So first try ilstening 
Gown 5 and then 10. After that...Good 
Luck! My experience is that most DXers 
iisten up. 


For those who don’t have a bis signal, 
working a statlon out of a pileup can be 
a very frustrating time. If that 
station, however, |S operating split, 
then your brain can be just aS important 
as a big signal. If you can, listen on 
poth the DxXer’s and the listen 
frequency. Find the station the Dxer is 
working, then the next one and so on. 

is there a pattern? Many stations just 
work their way up the band 5 or so and 
then go back down and repeat the 
process. With the pileup spread out 
over 5 or 10 kHz your signal has a 
better chance and when you know where to 
cali and when, It has even a better 
chance.
